The  attention  of  the  Alumni  is  called  to  the  Alumni  Alcove  in 
the  Seminary  Library.  This  Alcove  was  established  some  years

The  receipt  of  these  will 
be  immediately  and  gratefully  acknowledged. 
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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  REPORT 

The  Report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1932,  contains 
notices  of  sixty-three  alumni  and  former  students  of  the  Semi- 
nary. Ten  of  these  should  have  been  in  former  Reports,  but  the 
fact  of  their  death  did  not  reach  the  Editor  in  time. 

The  oldest  of  these  sixty-three  was  the  Rev.  Oliver  Hemstreet 
of  the  class  of  1865,  who  died  at  the  age  of  ninety  years  and 
ten  months.  Ten  others  had  passed  their  eightieth  year,  and 
nineteen  their  seventieth  year.  The  average  age  of  the  sixty-three 
was  sixt)^-eight  years.  The  youngest  died  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
four  years  and  two  months.  The  average  confessional  age  was 
fifteen  years.

OLIVER  HEMSTREET, 

Son  of  Peter  and  Elizabeth  (Crosby)  Hemstreet,  was  born  Dec. 
8,  1838,  in  Carlisle,  N.Y.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Carlisle,  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen. His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Carlisle 
Seminary  and  in  the  Academy  of  Whitesboro,  and  he  graduated 
from  Union  College  in  1862.  Entering  the  Princeton  Seminary 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  and  graduated  in  1865.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Albany,  May  3,  1864,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Bernicia,  May  13,  1866.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Big  Valley,  Cal.,  from  February  1866  to  February  1868;  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  lone  City  from  March  1868  to  March 
1870,  and  stated  supply  of  the  Brooklyn  Church,  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  from  March  1870  to  March  1872.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
church  of  Galway,  N.Y.,  from  1872  to  1879.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Mechanicsville,  N.Y.,  from  May  1879 
to  June  1882.  He  was  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Johnsonville  and 
Pittstown,  N.Y.,  from  Oct.  23,  1882,  to  Feb.  19,  1884, 
pastor  of  the  West  End  Church,  Albany,  N.Y.,  from  April  24, 
1884,  to  Feb.  28,  1890.  He  served  as  a missionary  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Baltimore  from  March  1890  to  March  1893.  He  was 
stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Hanover,  Md.,  from  1873  to 
March  1894.  He  was  secretary  and  agent  of  the  Sabbath  Associa- 
tion of  Maryland,  from  April  1894  to  April  1899.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Carlisle,  N.Y.,  from  January  1903  to 
April  1903,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Hector,  N.Y., 
from  September  1904  to  September  1906.  He  continued  his  resi- 
dence in  Hector  until  1907.  He  resided  in  Laurel  Lake,  Pa.,  from 
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1908  to  1910,  in  Rehoboth,  Del.,  from  1919  to  1921,  in  Rehoboth 
Beach,  Del.,  from  1922  to  1928,  and  in  Center  Hill,  Fla.,  from 
1929  until  his  death.  He  died  Oct.  30,  1931,  in  Center  Hill,  of 
old  age,  in  his  91st  year.  He  was  buried  at  Center  Hill. 

He  was  married.  Sept.  6,  1865,  in  Princeton,  N.J.,  to  Mary 
Eliza  Blackwell,  who  died  Jan.  28,  1910.  Two  daughters  survive 
him. 


ROBERT  PROUDFIT  GIBSON, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Dunlap  and  Catherine  Denniston 
(Wood)  Gibson,  was  born  Sept.  2,  1844,  in  Erin,  N.Y.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Associate  Reformed  church 
of  Stamford,  N.Y.,  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  at  the  Delaware  Academy,  N.Y.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1866.  He  entered  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  1866,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  and  graduating  in  1869.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  New  York  in  April  1869,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Holston,  April  7,  1871.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Greeneville,  Tenn.,  from  1871  to  1872;  pastor  of  the  Silver 
Spring  Church  of  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  from  1872  to  1875,  and 
stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Middletown,  Pa.,  from  1876  to 
1877.  He  resided  in  Hobart,  N.Y.,  from  1878  to  1879,  and  in 
Eranklin,  Pa.,  the  following  year.  He  engaged  in  work  as  a 
home  missionary  in  Louisville,  Colorado,  from  1883  to  1884.  He 
was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Longmont,  Colo.,  in  1884,  and 
stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Croton  Falls,  N.Y.,  from  1885 
until  installed  its  pastor,  Feb.  3,  1887,  continuing  as  pastor  of 
this  church  until  Oct.  3,  1916.  He  resided  in  Olean,  N.Y.,  from 
1917  to  1921,  in  White  Plains,  N.Y.,  from  that  time  until  1923, 
and  in  Pine  Bluff,  N.C.,  from  1923  until  his  death  there,  Feb.  4, 
1932,  of  heart  failure,  in  the  88th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
at  Croton  Falls,  N.Y.  He  was  at  one  time  moderator  of  the  Pres-

bytery  of  Boulder,  and  of  the  Presbytery  of  Westchester,  and 
was  several  times  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly. 

He  was  married  three  times:  (i)  April  i8,  i877)  Franklin, 
Pa.,  to  Agnes  C.  Dale,  who  died  June  30,  1884;  (2)  Jan.  12,  1887, 
in  Middletown,  Pa.,  to  Katherine  Ross  Wiestling,  who  died 
June  19,  1921 ; (3)  Jan.  i,  1923,  in  Pine  Bluf¥,  N.C.,  to  Gussie 
Abrams,  who,  with  two  daughters,  survives  him. 

JOSEPH  ANNAND,  D.D., 

Son  of  John  and  Helen  (Taylor)  Annand,  was  born  Jan.  i, 
1844,  in  Gay’s  River,  Nova  Scotia,  Canada.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Gay’s  River  Presbyterian  church, 
at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at 
the  High  School  of  Schubenacadie,  Nova  Scotia,  and  in  private 
tuition,  and  he  graduated  from  Dalhousie  College  in  1869.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1869,  remaining  one  year. 
He  completed  his  theological  course  in  the  Presbyterian  College 
of  Halifax,  graduating  in  1872.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Halifax,  April  24,  1872,  and  ordained  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Lunenburg  and  Yarmouth,  June  23,  1872.  He  engaged 
in  work  as  a missionary  in  Efate  Island,  New  Hebrides,  from 
August  1873  to  June  1876,  and  was  transferred  to  Aneityum,  in 
August  1876,  remaining  there  until  December  1884.  He  then 
returned  to  Canada  on  furlough,  remaining  from  1885  until 
1887.  He  was  a missionary  at  Tangoa,  New  Hebrides,  from 
1887  to  1906,  returning  to  Canada  again  on  furlough  and  re- 
maining until  1907.  He  was  a missionary  again  at  Tangoa,  from 
1907  until  1912.  He  resided  at  Hantsport,  Nova  Scotia,  from 
1913  until  his  death  there,  Jan.  28,  1932,  of  heart  failure,  in  the 
89th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Hantsport.  He  was 
moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Manitoba  in  1906.  He  received  the 
degree  of  D.D.  from  the  Halifax  Theological  Seminary  in  1895.

He  translated  and  published  Matthew  and  John  in  the  Tangoa 
language. 

He  was  married  July  3,  1872,  in  Halifax,  Canada,  to  Alice 
Mary  Seville,  who  died  April  19,  1929. 

CHARLES  THOMAS  ANDERSON, 

Son  of  Alexander  Gordon  and  Eliza  Hoadly  (Ames)  Anderson, 
was  born  Sept.  26,  1849,  in  Canaan,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Liberty  Corner, 
N.J.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  Chester,  N.J.,  under  the  Rev.  L.  I.  Stoughtenburgh,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University,  in  1869.  He  then  spent  a 
year  in  teaching  in  Scarsdale,  Pa.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1870,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  and 
graduating  in  1873.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Elizabeth,  April  18,  1872,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Philadelphia  North,  May  8,  1873,  being  at  the  same  time  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  church  of  Port  Kennedy,  Pa.,  from  which 
he  was  released.  May  18,  1874.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
church  of  Peapack,  N.J.,  from  1874  to  1882;  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hackensack,  N.J.,  from  1882  to  1887, 
and  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Rockaway,  N.J.,  from 
May  17,  1887,  to  June  21,  1892 ; and  also  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
church  of  Bound  Brook,  N.J.,  from  1896  to  1906.  He  retired 
from  the  active  ministry  in  1914,  and  resided  in  Somerville,  N.J., 
from  that  time  until  his  death  there  of  bronchitis,  March  4,  1932, 
in  the  84th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Somerville.  He 
published.  All  Things  Pertaining  to  Life,  in  1879.  He  wrote 
many  articles  for  magazines  and  newspapers.  He  was  a member 
of  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science. 

He  was  married.  May  14,  1873,  in  Somerville,  N.J.,  to 
Johanna  Bergen  Van  Liew,  who,  with  two  sons  and  one  daugh- 
ter, survives  him. 
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JAMES  GORE  KING  McCLURE,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  Archibald  and  Susan  Tracey  (Rice)  McClure,  was  born 
Nov.  24,  1848,  in  Albany,  N.Y.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Albany  at  the 
age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Mass.,  and  he  graduated  from  Yale 
University,  in  1870.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the 
fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  1873.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Albany, 
June  12,  1872,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  Dec.  lo, 
1874,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of 
New  Scotland,  N.Y.,  from  which  he  was  released  Oct.  5,  1879. 
He  then  spent  a year  in  Europe.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church 
of  Lake  Forest,  111.,  from  Nov.  4,  1881,  to  Oct.  8,  1905.  During 
this  pastorate  he  was  acting  president  of  Lake  Forest  College 
from  1892  to  1893,  and  its  president,  from  1897  to  1901.  He  was 
elected  president  of  McCormick  Theological  Seminary  in  May, 
1905,  assuming  the  duties  of  his  office  in  October  of  the  same 
year.  He  was  inaugurated  president  in  May,  1906,  continuing  in 
the  duties  of  this  office  until  1928,  when  he  was  made  president 
emeritus.  After  this  he  resided  in  Lake  Forest,  111.,  until  his 
death  there,  Jan.  18,  1932,  after  a year’s  illness,  in  the  84th  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Lake  Forest.  He  received  the  de- 
gree of  D.D.  from  Lake  Forest  College  in  1888,  from  Princeton 
University  in  1906,  and  from  Yale  University  in  the  same  year. 
He  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Illinois  College  in  1904, 
and  from  Lake  Forest  College  in  1929.  He  published  many 
books  and  pamphlets.  Among  these  were : History  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  New  Scotland,  N.Y.,  1876;  Loyalty,  the 
Soul  of  Religion,  1905;  A Mighty  Means  of  Usefulness:  a plea 
for  intercessory  prayer,  1902;  Possibilities,  1897;  The  Supreme 
Book  of  Mankind,  1930;  The  Story  of  England’s  First  Library, 
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1929,  and  History  of  the  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary, 
Chicago,  1929. 

He  was  married  Nov.  19,  1879,  in  Westerly,  R.I.,  to  Annie 
Phebe  Dixon,  who,  with  one  son  and  two  daughters,  survives 
him. 

ALBERT  BRAINERD  MARSHALL,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  John  and  Matilda  Catherine  (Findley)  Marshall,  was 
born  July  10,  1849,  in  Bryan,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Glade  Run,  Pa.,  at 
the  age  of  sixteen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  at  the 
Glade  Run  Academy,  and  graduated  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1871.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating 
in  1874.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Kittanning,  June 
25,  1873,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  Oct.  14,  1874. 
He  was  pastor  of  the  following  churches:  Morris,  111.,  May  12, 
1875,  to  April  10,  1878;  New  Lisbon,  Ohio,  May  8,  1879,  to 
Sept.  20,  1887 ; Liverpool,  Ohio,  Dec.  20,  1887,  to  April  30,  1894 ; 
Central  Church,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  June  28,  1894,  to  March  28, 
1903,  and  the  First  Church  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  April  21, 
1903,  to  July  31,  1910.  He  was  president  of  the  Omaha 
Theological  Seminary  from  1910  to  1920.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
church  of  Clarinda,  Iowa,  from  Oct.  5,  1920,  to  Sept,  i,  1925. 
During  the  following  year  he  was  a lecturer  in  the  Theological 
Department  of  Yenching  University,  China.  He  was  pastor  of 
the  church  of  Bellevue,  Neb.,  from  May  2,  1927,  until  his  death, 
Oct.  29,  1931,  near  Creston,  Iowa,  from  an  automobile  accident, 
in  the  83rd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at'  Wellsburg, 
W.Va.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Iowa  in  1922.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  University  of  Wooster, 
in  1893,  and  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Macalester  College,  in 
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1911.  He  published  a History  of  the  Central  Presbyterian 
Church,  Des  Moines,  1898,  and  The  First  Church  of  Minnesota, 
1910. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  Sept,  i,  1875,  in  Wellsburg, 
W.Va.,  to  Jennie  B.  Hervey,  who  died  in  1909;  (2)  June  12, 
1915,  in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  to  Mary  Elizabeth  Hallock,  who  sur- 
vives him. 


WILLIAM  BAIRD  REED, 

Son  of  Robert  Rentoul  and  Ellen  (Baird)  Reed,  was  born  July 
23,  1850,  in  Washington,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Washington  at  the  age 
of  fifteen.  He  was  for  a time  a student  at  Washington  and  Jef- 
ferson College,  and  then  spent  two  years  at  Lafayette  College 
in  the  class  of  1872.  He  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from 
Lafayette  College,  in  1876.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1871,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  and  gradu- 
ating in  1874.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia 
Central,  April  7,  1874,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery, 
May  6,  1874.  He  engaged  in  work  as  a home  missionary  in 
Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  from  1874  to  1875.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
following  churches:  Upper  Octorara,  Pa.,  Nov.  3,  1875,  to 
Oct.  2,  1878;  Christ  Chapel,  Lebanon,  Pa.,  May  14,  1879,  to 
June  10,  1881,  and  Helena,  Mont.,  from  1882  to  1883.  He  retired 
from  the  active  ministry  on  account  of  ill-health,  in  1885.  He 
resided  in  New  York  City  from  1916  until  his  death  there,  April 
21,  1831,  in  the  8ist  year  of  his  age.  His  body  was  cremated  and 
the  ashes  scattered  over  the  family  plot  of  the  cemetery  at 
Washington,  Pa. 

He  was  married,  Feb.  2,  1875,  in  Allegheny  City,  Pa.,  to 
Mary  A.  McKnight.  One  son  survives  him. 
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WILLIAM  BOYD,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Agnes  (Halley)  Boyd,  was  born  Feb.  5, 
1852,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Clinton  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  Philadelphia, 
at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Fewsmith’s  Classical  School  of  Philadelphia,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1873.

He  served  the  church  of  Yeadon,  Pa.,  as 
stated  supply,  from  1926  until  his  death.  He  died  Nov.  2,  1931, 
in  Lansdowne,  Pa.,  of  heart  failure,  in  the  8oth  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  at  the  West  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  of  Philadelphia. 
He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  College  of  the  Ozarks, 
in  1931.  He  published:  Fifty  Years  After,  or,  A Half  Century 
of  Presbyterianism  in  Camden,  N.J.,  1890,  and  History  of 
Fairview  Presbyterian  Church,  Chester  Co.,  Pa. 

He  was  married  June  29,  1876,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to 
Annie  E.  Culver,  who  died  March  5,  1890.  Two  sons  survive 
him. 


ROBERT  ADDISON  JAMISON, 

Son  of  Samuel  Hill  and  Susanna  Neely  (Herron)  Jamison,  was 
born  Sept.  14,  1848,  in  West  Middletown,  Pa.  He  made  a public 
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confession  of  his  faith  in  the  United  Presbyterian  church  of 
Mt.  Hope,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  West  Alexander  Academy,  Pa.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Westminster  College,  Pa.,  in  1874.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  re- 
mained there  one  year.  He  completed  his  theological  course  in 
the  United  Presbyterian  Seminary  of  Allegheny,  Pa.,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1877.  He  was  licensed  by  the  United 
Presbyterian  Presbytery  of  Beaver  Valley,  April  10,  1877,  and 
ordained  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Presbytery  of  West  More- 
land, Sept.  3,  1878,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  church  of  Union,  Pa.,  from  which  he 
was  released  Dec.  31,  1888.  He  was  pastor  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian church  of  Apollo,  Pa.,  from  Sept.  3,  1878,  to  June  30, 
1918.  After  this  he  continued  his  residence  in  Apollo  until  his 
death  there,  July  8,  1931,  of  old  age,  in  his  83rd  year.

CHARLES  WILLIAM  PEYTON, 

Son  of  Charles  Lewis  and  Agnes  (Stuart)  Peyton,  was  born 
Feb.  16,  1851,  near  Lewisburg,  W.Va.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Richlands  Presbyterian  church,  W.Va., 
at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  the  West  Virginia  Academy  of  Lewisburg,  and  in  the 
Albemarle  County  Preparatory  School,  W.Va.,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Highland  University,  Kansas,  in  1873.  He  spent  the 
next  year  in  teaching,  and  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1874,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course,  and  graduating  in  1877. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Highland,  April  21,  1876, 
and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Central  Texas,  April  14, 
1878.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches;  Belton, 
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Texas,  from  October  1877  to  April  1885  ; Grace  Church,  Temple, 
Texas,  1882-1885;  the  churches  of  Robinson  and  Carolina, 
Texas,  1885-1890;  the  churches  of  Marlin  and  Cosse,  Texas, 
April  1890  to  July  1893,  and  the  churches  of  Gatesville  and 
Unity,  Texas,  from  November  1893  to  September  1894.  From 
1894  to  1896  he  labored  as  an  evangelist  in  Belton,  Texas.  He 
was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  East  Bank,  W.Va.,  from 
December  1896  to  August  1898,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church 
of  Vernon,  Texas,  from  December  1899  to  July  1901.  He  then 
labored  as  an  evangelist  of  the  Presbytery  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas, 
from  1901  to  1902.  After  this  his  residence  was  in  Temple, 
Texas,  until  his  death  there,  Feb.  20,  1932,  of  old  age,  in  his 
82nd  year.  He  was  buried  at  Belton,  Texas.  He  was  a commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly  in  1881,  and  stated  clerk  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Central,  from  1891  to  1893.  He  was  twice  modera- 
tor of  the  Presbytery  of  Central. 

He  was  married  Dec.  15,  1892,  in  Belton,  Texas,  to  Mary 
Summers  McFarland,  who  survives  him. 

EDWARD  LEROY  WARREN,  D.D., 

Son  of  Levi  Legg  and  Mary  Ann  (Wood)  Warren,  was  born 
July  20,  1852,  in  Louisville,  Ky.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Chestnut  Street  Presbyterian  Church  of  Louis- 
ville at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  the  Louisville  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from  Centre 
College  in  1873,  ^^so  from  Princeton  University  in  1874.  He 
then  spent  two  years  in  Danville  Theological  Seminary.  Enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1876  as  a senior,  he  com- 
pleted his  theological  course  there,  graduating  in  1877.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presb)d;ery  of  Louisville,  April  6,  1876,  and 
ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same  Presbytery,  Oct.  25,  1877.  He 
then  spent  a year  of  study  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  He 
was  pastor  of  the  following  churches : Olivet  chapel,  Louis- 
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ville,  Ky.,  from  1879  to  1888,  and  the  Clifton  Church,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  from  Dec.  2,  1888,  to  April  17,  1893.  He  then  labored 
as  an  evangelist  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  from  1893  to  1896.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Immanuel  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  from  1896  to 
1901.  He  was  librarian  of  the  Kentucky  Theological  Seminary, 
from  1902  to  1925,  at  which  time  he  was  made  librarian  emeritus. 
He  continued  his  residence  in  Louisville  until  his  death  there 
of  endocarditis,  Aug.  13,  1931,  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Cave  Hill  Cemetery  of  Louisville.  He  received 
the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Centre  College  in  1888.  He  was  stated 
clerk  of  the  Synod  of  Kentucky,  from  1884  to  1889,  and  again 
from  1899  to  1926.  He  was  permanent  clerk  of  the  General 
Assembly  from  1916  to  1921,  and  moderator  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Louisville  in  1918.  He  published  the  History  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Louisville,  1894.  He  was  a trustee  of  Centre 
College,  from  1886  to  1891,  and  from  1896  until  his  death. 

He  was  married  Oct.  28,  1884,  in  Covington,  Ky.,  to  Elizabeth 
Jouett  Crawford,  who  died  May  22,  1925. 

DAVID  ROSS  MOORE,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  Henry  and  Nancy  Cora  (Guthrie)  Moore,  was 
born  Jan.  9,  1850,  in  Rising  Sun,  Ind.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Reading,  Ohio, 
at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Salem  Academy  of  South  Salem,  Ohio,  and  he  graduated 
from  Miami  University  in  1871.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1871,  remaining  a year,  and  then  spent  two  years 
in  Lane  Theological  Seminary,  1872-1874.  He  returned  to  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1877  as  a senior,  graduating  in  1878. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Chillicothe,  April  9,  1873, 
and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  April  15,  1874.  He  was 
stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Venice,  Ohio,  from  May  1874 
to  August  1878;  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Brookville,  Ind., 
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from  August  1878  to  January  1880,  and  stated  supply  of  the 
church  of  Frankfort,  Ind.,  from  January  1880  to  November 
1881.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  of  Brookville,  Ind.,  from 
1881  to  1886;  pastor  of  the  church  of  Logan,  Ohio,  from  June 
14,  1886,  to  Oct.  18,  1898,  and  pastor  of  the  church  of  South 
Salem,  Ohio,  from  1898  to  1907.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
church  of  Bond  Hill,  Ohio,  from  1907  until  installed  its  pastor, 
Nov.  10,  1908,  being  released  from  this  charge  Sept.  21,  1914. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Dunlapsville  church.  Liberty,  Ind., 
from  1915  to  1925.  After  this  he  took  up  his  residence  in  Ox- 
ford, Ohio,  where  he  died,  Jan.  8,  1932,  of  angina  pectoris  on 
the  completion  of  his  82nd  year.  He  was  buried  at  Brookville, 
Ind.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Miami  University 
in  1891.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio  in  1904,  and 
at  one  time  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Chillicothe.  He  was 
a trustee  of  Miami  University,  from  1892  until  his  death,  and 
was  a member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  Sept.  16,  1874,  in  Oxford,  Ohio, 
to  Elvira  Gilchrist,  who  died  March  5,  1882;  (2)  Oct.  17,  1883, 
in  Brookville,  Ind.,  to  Clara  King,  who  died  Aug.  20,  1922.  Five 
sons  survive  him. 

WILLIAM  GORHAM  WESTERVELT, 

Son  of  John  Lawson  and  Catherine  (Gorham)  Westervelt,  was 
born  Feb.  28,  1851,  in  Newburgh,  N.Y.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newburgh 
at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
Unionville,  N.Y.,  under  S.  S.  Hartwell,  and  he  graduated  from 
Princeton  University  in  1874.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  but  was  obliged  to  leave 
soon  on  account  of  ill-health.  He  returned  to  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1875,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course,  and  gradu- 
ating in  1878.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  North  River, 
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April  30,  1878,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Winona, 
Oct.  8,  1878.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches : 
La  Crescent  and  Caledonia,  Minn.,  from  June  1878  to  June 
1879;  Caledonia,  Houston  and  Sheldon,  Minn.,  from  June 

1879  to  June  1880 ; Ord  and  Myra  Valley,  Neb.,  from  November 

1880  to  August  1881 ; Millerton,  N.Y.,  from  September  1881  to 
April  1885;  Milton,  N.Y.,  from  June  1885  until  installed  its 
pastor,  April  28,  1886,  being  released  from  this  charge  April  5, 
1892;  Esperance,  N.Y.,  from  1892  until  installed  its  pastor, 
June  27,  1893,  being  released  from  this  charge  June  17,  1902; 
Lafayette,  N.J.,  from  June  1902  to  July  1904,  and  pastor  of  the 
church  of  Beemerville,  N.J.,  from  July  20,  1904,  to  July  28, 
1914.  At  this  time  he  retired  from  the  active  ministry.  He  resided 
in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  from  1914  until  his  death  there,  June  19, 
1930,  of  old  age,  in  his  80th  year.  He  was  buried  in  the  Wood- 
lawn  Cemetery  of  Newburgh,  N.Y.  He  was  three  times  a com- 
missioner to  the  General  Assembly.  He  was  at  one  time  a 
trustee  of  Galeville  College,  Wisconsin. 

He  was  married  May  22,  1878,  in  Newburgh,  N.Y.,  to  Annie 
Elizabeth  Chatfield,  who  died  Jan.  15,  1924.  Two  sons  and  one 
daughter  survive  him. 

CHARLES  LOWELL  COOLER,  D.D., 

Son  of  Charles  W.  and  Mary  Rose  (Wood)  Cooder,  was  born 
June  30,  1854,  in  New  Richmond,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  New 
Richmond,  Ohio,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  at  the  Claremont  Academy  of  New  Rich- 
mond, and  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Wooster  in 
1877.  He  spent  the  first  year  of  his  theological  course  in  the 
McCormick  Seminary.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
in  1878  as  a middler,  graduating  therefrom  in  1880.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  March  31,  1880, 
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and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Westminster,  May  10,  1881, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Peaquea, 
Pa.,  from  which  he  was  released  Sept,  ii,  1885.  He  was  pastor 
of  Christ  Church,  Lebanon,  Pa.,  from  Oct.  i,  1885,  to  March 
25,  1888.  He  was  ordained  a priest  of  the  Episcopal  Church  by 
Bishop  Rulison,  May  5,  1889.  He  was  rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Pottstown,  Pa.,  from  1889  to  1900;  rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Rahway,  N.J.,  from  1900  to  1911,  and  rector  of  St.  John’s 
Church,  Camden,  N.J.,  from  1911  to  1914.  He  was  chaplain  of 
the  City  Mission  of  Newark,  N.J.,  from  1914  to  1930.  He  died 
July  7,  1931,  in  Newark,  N.J.,  of  heart  failure,  after  a long 
illness,  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Princeton, 
N.J.  He  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1882,  and  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Wooster  University  in 
1905.  He  published  many  articles  in  the  religious  press.  He  was 
appointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  as  Deputation  Lec- 
turer in  England  for  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  for  1906. 

He  was  married  Nov.  10,  1881,  in  Princeton,  N.J.,  to  Ellen 
Stewart  Moffat,  who  died  May  ii,  1928.  One  son  survives  him. 

JOHN  VERNON  BELL,  D.D., 

Son  of  John  McCartney  and  Henrietta  (Haller)  Bell,  was  born 
Sept.  26,  1855,  near  Lewistown,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Milroy,  Pa.,  at  the 
age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Kishacoquillas  Academy,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton 
University  in  1878,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1881.  Enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  1878,  he  remained 
one  year.  He  completed  his  theological  course  in  Union  Semi- 
nary, New  York,  graduating  in  1881.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Huntingdon,  June  8,  1880,  and  ordained  by  the 
same  Presbytery,  Oct.  5,  1881.  He  was  pastor  of  the  churches 
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of  Penfield  and  Winterburn,  Pa.,  from  Nov.  29,  1881,  to  March 
12,  1884,  and  pastor  of  Bethany  Church  of  Du  Bois,  Pa.,  from 
1884  to  1926.  He  died  Aug.  23,  1931,  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  of 
cerebral  hemorrhage,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
at  DuBois,  Pa.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pittsburgh  in  1910.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  Pittsburgh  in  1914.  He  was  at  one  time  a trustee  of  Wilson 
College,  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  a trustee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Home  of  Central,  Pa. 

He  was  married  Jan.  15,  1885,  in  Allegheny  City,  Pa.,  to  Anna 
Barton  Slagle,  who  died  Dec.  6,  1926.  Two  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters survive  him. 

HUGH  HUGH  McMILLAN, 

Son  of  Hugh  Roy  and  Mary  (McMillan)  McMillan,  was  born 
June  5,  1855,  in  Lochiel,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Kirkill, 
Canada,  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  at  the  Vankleek  High  School,  Canada,  and  he  graduated 
from  Queens  College,  Kingston,  Canada,  in  1880.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1883.  He  was 
licensed  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick, 
April  25,  1883.  He  engaged  in  work  as  a home  missionary  in 
Moscow,  Idaho,  from  1883  to  1884,  and  in  Davenport,  Wash., 
from  1884  to  1886.  At  this  time  ill-health  caused  him  to  relin- 
quish the  active  work  of  the  ministry.  He  then  engaged  in  the 
real  estate,  loan  and  insurance  business  in  San  Diego,  Cal.,  until 
1927.  He  resided  in  Spokane,  Wash.,  from  1927  until  his  death. 
He  died  Feb.  9,  1931,  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  after  an  operation  for 
appendicitis,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Greenwood  Cemetery  in  Spokane,  Wash.  He  was  president  of 
the  Lincoln  County  State  Bank  of  Davenport,  from  1901  to 
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1906,  and  president  of  the  Davenport  Lending  Co.,  from  1903  to 
1908.  He  was  unmarried. 


WILLIAM  MITCHELL  PADEN,  D.D., 

Son  of  Edward  and  Rachel  Ann  (Amrine)  Paden,  was  born 
Dec.  3,  1854,  in  Pigeon  Creek,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Pigeon  Creek  Presbyterian  church  at  the  age 
of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Canons- 
burg  Academy,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1880.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of 
the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduat- 
ing in  1883.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Washington, 
Sept.  12,  1882,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia, 
Nov.  20,  1883,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the 
Hollond  Memorial  Church  of  Philadelphia,  from  which  he  was 
released,  Oct.  18,  1897.  He  then  spent  a year  in  Paris,  Prance. 
He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
from  1897  to  1912.  From  this  time  until  his  death  he  was  Super- 
intendent of  National  Missions  for  the  Synod  of  Utah.  He  died 
Sept.  16,  1931,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  of  uremic  poisoning  and  com- 
plications, in  the  77th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  the 
church  cemetery  of  Bentleyville,  Pa.  He  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Ursinus  College  in  1896.  He  was  moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  Utah  in  1915.  When  in  Paris  he  established  a religious 
service  in  the  Latin  Quarter.  He  published:  Solitary  Way  and 
other  sermons,  and  The  Gospel  of  Good  Courage.  He  also  pub- 
lished a number  of  leaflets  and  booklets  on  the  Mormon  Ques- 
tion. He  was  unmarried. 


WESLEY  FRANK  PRICE, 

Son  of  Wesley  and  Mary  (Page)  Price,  was  born  Nov.  9,  1854, 
near  Lamberton,  N.C.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Boston,  Mass.,  at  the  age  of 
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nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Bingham 
School  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  he  graduated  from  Harvard 
University  in  1880.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1880,  remaining  one  year.  He  then  entered  the  Andover  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  completing  his  course  and  graduating  in  1883. 
He  was  licensed  by  a Congregational  Council  at  Woburn,  Mass., 
in  May  1882,  and  ordained  by  a Congregational  Council,  New 
York  City,  Oct.  22,  1885,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor 
of  the  Madison  Avenue  Congregational  Church  of  New  York 
City,  from  which  he  was  released  in  1887.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
First  Congregational  Church  of  San  Jose,  Cal.,  from  1888  to 
1889,  and  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Santa 
Ana,  Cal.,  from  1889  to  1890.  He  resided  in  Monte  Vista,  Colo., 
from  1892  to  1894,  and  then  was  pastor  of  the  following  Con- 
gregational churches:  The  Broadway  Church,  Sedalia,  Mo.,  from 
1894  to  1896;  Jamestown,  N.  Dak.,  from  1896  to  1897 ; Walsen- 
burg,  Colo.,  from  1897  to  1899;  the  Third  Church,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  from  1899  to  1902;  Files  Valley,  Texas,  from  1902  to 
1917;  Freeport,  Kans.,  from  1918  to  1921,  and  stated  supply  of 
the  church  of  Huntingdon,  Tenn.,  from  1921  to  1923.  After 
this  he  resided  in  Statesville,  N.C.,  from  1923  to  1926;  in 
Wichita,  Kans.,  from  1926  to  1927,  and  in  San  Diego,  Cal.,  from 
1927  until  his  death  there,  April  18,  1930,  in  the  76th  year  of 
his  age. 

He  was  married,  April  28,  1892,  in  Jerseyville,  III,  to  Sara 
Bartlett. 


JAMES  WILLIAM  SKINNER,  D.D.,

GEORGE  HERBERT  FRACKER,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  Dudley  Snow  and  Margaret  Ann  (Skinner)  Fracker, 
was  born  April  14,  1853,  in  Zanesville,  Ohio.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Washington, 
Ohio,  at  about  the  age  of  fifteen.  He  graduated  from  the  College 
of  Wooster  in  1878,  receiving  the  degree  of  M.A.  in  1881.  He 
engaged  in  work  as  a teacher  in  Del  Roy,  Ohio,  from  1878  to 
1879,  and  in  Canonsburg  Academy,  Pa.,  from  1879  to  1880.  He 
then  entered  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  remaining  one 
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year.  He  was  a teacher  in  Hopkinsville,  Ky.,  from  i88i  to  1882. 
He  then  spent  a year  in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  N.Y.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1883  as  a senior,  graduating 
in  1884.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  St.  Clairsville, 
in  1884,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Fort  Dodge,  May  i, 
1886.

Son  of  George  and  Emily  L.  (Barnum)  Parsons,  was  born 
Oct.  26,  1857,  in  Keokuk,  Iowa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Congregational  church  of  Olivet,  Mich.,  at 
the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  the 
Preparatory  Department  of  Olivet  College,  and  he  graduated 
from  this  college  in  1881.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1884.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Chicago,  May  21,  1883,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Lansing,  Nov.  ii,  1884.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Albion,  Mich.,  from  August  1884  until  installed  its  pastor.

He  was  pastor  of  the  church  of  Danville,  111.,  from  1893  to 
1904.

1904  to  1913.  He  was  dean  of  the  Louis  B.  Parsons,  Jr.,  School 
of  English  Bible,  from  1914  to  1927.  He  resided  in  Tryon,  N.C., 
from  1927  until  his  death  there,  Oct.  27,  1931,  of  neuritis  and 
complications,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at 
Tryon.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Olivet  College  in 
1902.  He  spent  two  years  in  Kobe,  Japan,  where  he  was  pastor 
of  the  church  for  English-speaking  people. 

He  was  married  Dec.  24,  1884,  in  Olivet,  Mich.,  to  Ellen  Effie 
Topping,  who  survives  him. 

ROBERT  WELSTED  BEERS, 

Son  of  Stewart  Kennedy  and  Catherine  (Pittinger)  Beers,  was 
born  Dec.  3,  i860,  in  Easton,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Reformed  church  of  Easton,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of 
fifteen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in  the  Easton  High 
School,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in  1880.  He 
received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  this  college  in  1884.  After  his 
graduation  he  spent  two  years  as  a colporteur  in  Florida,  and 
in  private  study.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1882,  he 
remained  two  years.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Lehigh,  Sept.  22,  i88i,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Castle,  April  30,  1884,  and  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  church  of  Elkton,  Md.,  from  which  he  was  released  June 
30,  1887.  After  this  he  was  pastor  of  the  following  churches: 
Corry,  Pa.,  from  April  12,  1887,  to  April  10,  1888;  the  Sixth 
Church,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  from  June  12,  1888,  to  Oct.  28,  1889; 
the  First  Church  of  Waterford,  N.Y.,  from  1890  to  1905,  and 
the  Broadway  Congregational  Church  of  Somerville,  Mass.,  from 

1905  to  1917.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Union  English-speaking 
Church  of  Peiping,  China,  from  1918  to  1920.  He  was  pastor  of 
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the  Congregational  church  of  Reading,  Mass.,  from  1921  to 
1923;  of  the  Congregational  church  of  Wollaston,  Mass.,  from 
1924  to  1925,  and  of  the  Federated  Church  of  Topsfield,  Mass., 
from  1926  to  1930.  He  resided  in  Melrose  Highlands,  Mass., 
from  1930  until  his  death.  He  died  Nov.  21,  1931,  in  Hathorne, 
Mass.,  of  arterio-sclerosis  and  myocarditis,  in  the  71st  year 
of  his  age.

JAMES  ALEXANDER  GORDON,  D.D., 

Son  of  Jeremiah  Smith  and  Mary  Catharine  (Montgomery) 
Gordon,  was  born  Oct.  19,  1861,  in  Fannettsburg,  Pa.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  prepara- 
tory studies  were  pursued  under  private  instruction  at  Fannetts- 
burg, Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Wooster  in 
1882.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating 
in  1885.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle,  April 
9,  1884,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  June  10,  1885. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Crookston,  Minn.,  from 
July  to  December  1885,  and  of  the  church  of  Decatur,  Mich., 
from  January  1886  to  September  1889.

He  was  stated  clerk  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Lima,  from  1892  to  1902. 

He  was  married  Sept,  i,  1887,  in  Decatur,  Mich.,  to  Alice 
Clark  Hill,  who  survives  him. 

JAMES  MARQUIS  WILSON,  D.D., 

Son  of  Benton  R.  and  Sarah  Jane  (Marquis)  Wilson,  was  born 
March  23,  1858,  in  New  Wilmington,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Neshannock  Presbyterian  church.  Pa., 
at  about  the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Westminster  College,  Pa., 
and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1881.  He  was  a 
student  in  McCormick  Seminary  from  1883  to  1884.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1884  as  a middler,  he  remained 
one  year.  He  then  returned  to  McCormick  Seminary,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1886.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Chicago  in  1886,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Omaha, 
June  6,  1886,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Cas- 
tellar  Street  Church,  Omaha,  Neb.,  from  which  he  was  released 
in  October  1899.  During  this  pastorate  he  was  professor  of 
English  Bible  in  the  Omaha  Theological  Seminary,  from  1894  to 
1897.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  of  Boulder,  Colo.,  from 
November  1899  to  November  1902;  pastor  of  the  Westminster 
Church  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  from  Dec.  15,  1902,  to  July  21,  1911 ; 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Wilmette,  111.,  from  Dec.  10,  1911,  to 
Dec.  2,  1917,  and  pastor  of  the  North  Church,  Omaha,  Neb., 
from  1918  to  1926.  During  this  pastorate  he  was  president  of 
the  Omaha  Theological  Seminary,  from  1921  to  1923.  He  was 
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vice-president  and  professor  of  Homiletics,  Pastoral  Theology 
and  English  Bible  in  the  Omaha  Seminary,  from  1924  until  his 
death,  Feb.  19,  1932,  of  heart  disease  and  necrosis,  in  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Rose  Hill  Cemetery,  Chicago,  111.  He  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Omaha  University  in  1892.  He  was  one  of  the 
original  directors  of  Omaha  Seminary. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  Oct.  20,  1886,  in  Topeka,  Kans., 
to  Mary  Emma  Douglass,  who  died  Dec.  24,  1906;  (2)  Feb.  9, 
1909,  in  Newton,  Mass.,  to  Rebecca  Woodbridge,  who  survives 
him. 


JOHN  GILCHRIST  WATSON, 

Son  of  Charles  and  Jane  Baxter  (Johnston)  Watson,  was  born 
Jan.  13,  1861,  in  Scranton,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of  Flemington,  N.J., 
at  the  age  of  ten.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in  a private 
school  in  Flemington,  N.J.,  and  in  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Trenton,  and  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in  1884.  He 
took  the  first  two  years  of  his  theological  course  in  Union 
Seminary,  N.Y.,  1884-1886.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  the  latter  year  as  a senior,  he  completed  his  course  there, 
graduating  in  1887.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  April  27,  1887,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery, 
May  12,  1887.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Sumner, 
Wash.,  from  June  1887  to  June  1888.  He  then  went  to  Persia, 
and  engaged  in  work  as  an  evangelist  and  teacher  at  Hamadan, 
from  1888  to  1902.  During  this  time  he  spent  a year  in  the  United 
States  on  furlough,  1898-99.  On  returning  from  Persia  he  be- 
came stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Highland  and  Wrights,  Cal., 
in  1902,  until  installed  their  pastor.  May  2,  1904,  being  released 
Feb.  16,  1906.  At  this  time  the  failure  of  his  health  compelled 
him  to  give  up  pastoral  work,  and  he  engaged  in  business  in 
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Eureka,  Cal.,  from  1907  to  1920.  After  this  he  resided  in  Berke- 
ley, Cal,  until  his  death  there,  Dec.  i,  1931,  of  cerebral  throm- 
bosis, in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  the  Sunset 
View  Cemetery  of  Berkeley,  Cal. 

He  was  married  Aug.  2,  1888,  in  Randolph,  Iowa,  to  Jessie 
Anna  Rood,  who,  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  survives 
him. 

ALVIN  BLACKWELL, 

Son  of  Joseph  Pierson  and  Ada  Louisa  (Drake)  Blackwell,  was 
born  Sept.  26,  1859,  in  Pennington,  N.J.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Pennington 
at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at 
the  Pennington  Seminary,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton 
University  in  1884.  During  the  next  two  years  he  was  principal 
of  the  Pennington  Public  School.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1886,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  1889.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  April  23,  1889,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
New  Castle,  July  9,  1889,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor 
of  the  churches  of  Bridgeville,  Del.,  and  Federalsburg,  Md., 
from  which  he  was  released,  April  19,  1892.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  Middle  Smithfield  Church,  North  Water  Gap., 
Pa.,  from  1892  until  installed  its  pastor  June  9,  1893.  He  con- 
tinued this  pastorate  until  his  death.  May  12,  1932,  in  East 
Stroudsburg,  Pa.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  73rd  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Middle  Smithfield  Church  at 
Coolbaugh,  Pa.  He  was  commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly 
in  1901.

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GOTHARD  WALDEMAR  GOERLITZ, 

Son  of  Carl  and  Minna  (Wenck)  Goerlitz,  was  born  July  4, 
1850,  in  Herrnhut,  Saxony,  Germany.  He  was  confirmed  in  the 
Moravian  church  of  Niesky  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  He  spent  eight 
years  in  the  Gymnasium  of  Niesky,  from  which  he  graduated  in 
1870.  He  studied  theology  at  the  Theological  College  of  Gnaden- 
feld,  from  1870  to  1873.

He  was  pastor  of  the  German  Luth- 
eran church  of  Columbia  City,  Ind.,  from  1884  to  1886;  assis- 
tant pastor  of  the  German  Presbyterian  church  of  Newark,  N.J., 
from  1886  to  1893 ! pastor  of  churches  in  Nebraska,  Brazil,  and 
Baltimore,  Md.,  from  1893  to  1898.  Then  he  was  headmaster  of 
the  German  School,  Santa  Cruz,  Brazil,  from  1898  to  1899.  At 
this  time  his  health  failed  and  he  returned  to  Hamburg,  Ger- 
many. He  went  to  an  institution  in  Bethel,  near  Bielefeld, 
Germany,  in  1906,  remaining  there  until  his  death,  March  15, 
1931,  in  Bethel,  of  general  debility,  in  the  8ist  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  at  Bethel,  Germany.  He  was  unmarried. 

EDWARD  EBENEZER  WEAVER,  Ph.D., 

Son  of  Joseph  and  Susannah  A.  (Lawrence)  Weaver,  was  born 
June  10,  1864,  in  Canton,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canton,  Ohio,  at 
the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Can- 
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ton  under  M.  A.  Troutman,  and  he  graduated  from  Wooster 
University  in  1885.  He  then  spent  one  year  in  business.  Enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1886,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1889.  He  was  licensed  and 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Baltimore,  June  25,  1889.  He 
was  stated  supply  of  the  Ridgely  Street  Church  of  Baltimore, 
from  1889  until  installed  its  pastor,  Oct.  27,  1893,  being  released 
from  this  charge  Aug.  31,  1901.  He  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  of  Harrodsburg,  Ky.,  from  Oct.  8,  1901,  to  April  19, 
1904,  and  pastor  of  the  Second  Church  of  Richmond,  Ky.,  from 
May  17,  1904,  to  April  15,  1907.  He  studied  on  a fellowship  in 
Clark  University,  from  1907  to  1908.  He  engaged  in  work  as  an 
evangelist  and  teacher  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  from  1908  to  1910. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Bedford,  N.H.,  from  1911 
to  1912,  and  stated  supply  of  the  First  Church  of  Waltham, 
Mass.,  from  1913  until  installed  its  pastor.  May  17,  1915.  He 
continued  in  this  pastorate  until  1921.  He  labored  as  a secretary 
in  Waltham,  Mass.,  from  1922  to  1926.  After  this  he  resided 
in  Watertown,  Mass.,  until  his  death  there,  June  25,  1931,  in  the 
68th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Canton,  Ohio.  He  received 
the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Princeton  University  in  1899,  and  the 
degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Clark  University  in  1910.  He  was  mod- 
erator of  the  Presbytery  of  Baltimore  in  1893,  and  also  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Transylvania  in  1902.  He  was  a commissioner  to 
the  General  Assembly  in  1899,  1904,  1915  and  1920.  He  pub- 
lished: Mind  and  Health,  1913,  and  several  hymns  and  hymn 
tunes. 

He  was  married  June  15,  1893,  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  to  Florence 
Ann  Stratton,  who,  with  one  son  and  one  daughter,  survives  him. 

NEAL  LARKIN  ANDERSON,  D.D., 

Son  of  Rev.  Prof.  John  Monroe  and  Margaret  A.  (Neal) 
Anderson,  was  born  July  15,  1865,  in  Yorkville,  S.C.  He  made 
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a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
Mebane,  N.C.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Bingham  School  of  Mebane,  and  he  graduated 
from  Davidson  College  in  1885,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.M. 
in  1887.  He  spent  two  years  as  the  principal  of  the  Clinton,  N.C., 
schools.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1887,  he  took 
the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1890.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Wilmington,  N.C.,  May  23,  1889, 
and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Tuscaloosa,  Nov.  30,  1890, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Marion, 
Ala.,  and  was  released  from  this  charge  Nov.  16,  1891.  He  was 
stated  supply  of  the  Central  Church  of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  from 
1891  until  installed  its  pastor  Feb.  14,  1892,  being  released  from 
this  charge  Dec.  10,  1907.  He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of 
Winston-Salem,  N.C.,  from  1908  to  1916.  He  was  president  of 
the  Austin  Theological  Seminary,  from  1916  to  1917,  and  pastor 
of  the  Independent  Church  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  from  1917  to 
1930.

He  was  the  inventor  of  the 
carriage  return  on  the  Remington  typewriter.

JOHANN  FRIEDRICH  JUNGEBLUT, 

Son  of  Friedrich  Wilhelm  Heinrich  and  Emma  (Deppe)  Junge- 
blut,  was  born  Nov.  9,  1859,  in  Brakelsiek,  Germany.  He  made  a 
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public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Bethel  German  Presbyterian 
church  of  Bay,  Mo.,  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  He  was  a student  in 
the  Dubuque  Theological  Seminary  in  1887.  Entering  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  1887,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1890.  He  was  licensed  and  ordained 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaukee,  Sept.  17,  1890.  He  engaged  in 
work  as  a home  missionary  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  from  1890  to 
1891.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  First  German  Church  of 
Milwaukee,  from  June  1891  to  January  1895 ; stated  supply  of 
the  church  of  Alexandria,  Neb.,  from  January  1895  to  March 
1900;  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Arcadia,  Iowa,  from  March 
1900  to  March  1901 ; again  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Alex- 
andria, Neb.,  from  March  1901  to  March  1903,  and  stated  supply 
of  the  German  church  of  Eureka,  S.Dak.,  from  March  1903  to 
October  1904.

He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Kingston, 
Ontario,  at  the  age  of  twenty-five.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  at  the  Kingston  Collegiate  Institute,  and  he  was  a stu- 
dent in  McGill  University,  Montreal.

LEWIS  BAYLES  EATON,  Ph.D.,  D.D., 

Son  of  Robert  Lenox  Stuart  and  Henrietta  (Bayles)  Baton,  was 
born  June  27,  1864,  in  New  York  City.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Orange,  N.J.,  at  the  age  of  nine.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  high  schools  of  Des  Moines  and  Keokuk,  Iowa, 
and  in  Parsons  College,  Fairfield,  Iowa,  and  he  graduated  from 
the  University  of  New  York  in  1884.  He  then  spent  three  years 
in  teaching  in  Orange,  N.J.,  and  in  travelling  in  Europe.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1887,  taking  the  full  three 
years’  course  there  and  graduating  in  1890.  He  gained  the  He- 
brew Fellowship  and  spent  two  years  in  study  as  a fellow.  While 
in  Europe  he  studied  in  the  University  of  Berlin.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Morris  and  Orange,  April  19,  1889,  and 
ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  April  13,  1890.  He  was  an 
instructor  of  Old  Testament  Criticism  at  Hartford  Theological 
Seminary,  from  1892  until  elected  associate  professor  of  Old 
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Testament  Exegesis  and  Criticism,  in  1893.  He  was  made  pro- 
fessor of  this  chair  in  1900,  and  continued  as  such  until  his  death, 
Jan.  24,  1932,  in  Hartford  of  cancer,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  the  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery  of  Hartford.  He 
received  the  degree  of  M.A.  from  New  York  University,  in 
1893,  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Marburg, 
Germany,  in  1897,  and  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  New  York 
University,  in  1906.  He  was  a member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
society.  He  was  a member  of  the  American  Oriental  Society,  the 
Archaeological  Institute  of  America,  the  Society  of  Biblical 
Literature  and  Exegesis,  the  Archaeological  Club,  a charter  mem- 
ber of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club  of  Hartford,  and  an  active 
member  of  the  Educational  Club  of  Hartford.  Among  his  pub- 
lications were  the  following : The  Early  History  of  Syria  and 
Palestine,  1901;  Jerusalem  in  Bible  Times,  1908;  A Critical 
and  Exegetical  Commentary  on  the  Book  of  Esther,  1908;  The 
Early  Religion  of  Israel,  1910;  Spiritism  and  the  Cult  of  the 
Dead  in  Antiquity,  1921 ; and  many  articles  for  religious  periodi- 
cals. He  was  editor  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology, 
and  a contributor  to  Hastings’  Encyclopedia  of  Religion  and 
Ethics. 

He  was  married  three  times;  (i)  Dec.  30,  1896,  in  Hartford, 
Conn.,  to  Suvia  Davison,  who  died  March  20,  1904;  (2)  June 
30,  1915,  in  Hartford,  to  Mrs.  Loraine  Seymour  (Brown) 
Calhoun,  who  died  in  1924;  (3)  June  14,  1925,  in  Hartford,  to 
Katharine  Hazelton,  who,  with  one  daughter  by  his  first  wife, 
survives  him. 


JAMES  FERDINAND  JACOBS, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  Plumer  and  Mary  Jane  (Dillard) 
Jacobs,  was  born  Oct.  6,  1868,  in  Clinton,  S.C.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Clinton  at 
the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
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Thornwell  Orphanage  School  of  Clinton,  and  he  graduated  from 
the  Presbyterian  College  of  South  Carolina  in  1887.  He  then 
spent  one  year  in  business.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1888,  remaining  one  year.  He  completed  his  theological 
course  in  the  Columbia  Seminary,  graduating  in  1891.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Enoree,  April  15,  1890,  and  or- 
dained by  the  same  Presbytery,  April  18,  1893.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Rocky  Springs,  S.C.,  in  1893.  He  was 
financial  agent  and  professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Phi- 
losophy in  the  Presbyterian  College  of  South  Carolina,  from 
1891  to  1898.  He  was  editor  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian,  from 
1898  to  1905.  He  was  manager  of  the  Religious  Press  Adver- 
tising Syndicate  of  Clinton,  S.C.,  from  1900  until  his  death.  He 
died  June  7,  1931,  in  Clinton,  S.C.,  of  paralysis,  in  the  63rd  year 
of  his  age.

CALVIN  SCOTT  WILLIAMS, 

Son  of  Jeremiah  D.  and  Jane  Louisa  (Starks)  Williams,  was 
born  Oct.  7,  1861,  in  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Eirst  Congregational  Church  at  Ann 
Arbor  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Ann  Arbor  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Michigan,  in  1883.  He  was  a member  of  the  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  society.  During  the  following  year  he  was  principal 
of  the  schools  of  Rockland,  Mich.  He  was  a teacher  in  the  mis- 
sion school  of  Santiago,  Chile,  from  1884  to  1888,  and  during 
the  next  year  engaged  in  preaching  in  Copiapo,  Chile.  In  1889 
he  entered  Oberlin  Theological  Seminary,  remaining  one  year. 
Coming  to  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  as  a middler,  in  1890,  he 
completed  his  course  there,  graduating  in  1892.

same  Presbytery,  June  17,  1892.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
church  of  Evart,  Mich.,  from  May  to  August,  1892.  He  then 
engaged  in  work  as  a missionary  in  San  Luis  Potosi,  Mexico, 
from  1892  to  191 1.  Returning  to  this  country  he  was  a teacher  in 
the  High  School  of  Hollywood,  Cal.,  from  1911  to  1929.  He 
died  Jan.  27,  1929,  in  Hollywood  of  apoplexy,  in  the  68th  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Angeles  Abbey  Mausoleum  of 
Compton,  Cal.

He  was  editor  of 
Esforzador  Mexicano,  1905-06,  and  editor  of  El  Faro,  for  some 
years  after  1906. 

He  was  married,  Aug.  16,  1893,  in  Ford  River,  Mich.,  to 
Medora  Ann  Burgess,  who,  with  two  daughters,  survives  him. 

JOSEPH  KRATZ  FREED, 

Son  of  Jacob  K.  and  Elizabeth  (Kratz)  Freed,  was  born  Aug. 
4,  1865,  near  Salfordville,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Trinity  Reformed  Church  of  Norristown,  Pa.,  at 
the  age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  the 
Norristown  High  School  and  in  the  Academic  Department 
of  Lfrsinus  College.  He  was  a student  in  this  college,  from  1886 
to  1889,  and  then  entered  Lafayette  College,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1890.  He  was  a student  in  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York,  from  1890  to  1892.  He  then  came  to  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  as  a senior,  graduating  in  1893.  He  was 
licensed  by  tbe  Presbytery  of  New  York,  May  i,  1893,  and 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Monmouth,  June  7,  1893,  being 
at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Providence 
and  Jacksonville,  N.J.,  from  which  he  was  released,  April  13, 
1897.  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Franklin  Furnace, 
N.J.,  from  May  ii,  1897,  to  Jan.  22,  1901 ; pastor  of  the  Scott 
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Church  of  Sherman,  Pa.,  from  Sept.  26,  1901,  to  June  30,  1908; 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Bernice,  N.J.,  from  Aug.  4,  1908,  to 
September  1923,  and  of  the  churches  of  Beattystown  and 
Mansfield  Second,  N.J.,  from  September  1923  until  his  death. 
He  died  April  5,  1931,  in  Easton,  Pa.,  of  intestinal  obstruction, 
in  the  66th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Bristol,  Pa.  He 
received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Lafayette  College,  in  1893. 

He  was  married  July  3,  1890,  in  Jeffersonville,  Pa.,  to  Ida 
May  Hendrickson,  who,  with  one  son  and  three  daughters,  sur- 
vives him. 

HERMAN  GOETHE  STOETZER,  D.D., 

Son  of  Martin  William  and  Louisa  (Koenig)  Stoetzer,  was 
born  July  10,  1863,  in  Tambach,  Saxony,  Germany.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Wheeling,  W.Va.,  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Normal  School  of  Fairmont, 
W.Va.,  and  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  the  University  of 
West  Virginia.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  West  Vir- 
ginia in  1889.  He  then  engaged  for  one  year  as  a teacher  in  the 
Preparatory  Department  of  the  University  of  West  Virginia. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton,  in  1890,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1893.  He  remained  one 
year  as  a graduate  student.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Washington,  April  19,  1894,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Carlisle,  June  5,  1894,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  Dickinson  Church  of  Mooresdale,  Pa.,  from  which  he  was 
released,  Dec.  19,  1899.  He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of 
Fairmont,  W.Va.,  from  1900  to  April  21,  1925,  when  he  retired 
and  became  pastor  emeritus.  He  continued  his  residence  in 
Fairmont  until  his  death  there,  June  9,  1931,  instantly,  of  heart 
failure,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age.

He  received  the 
degree  of  A.M.  from  Princeton  University  in  1892,  and  the 
degree  of  D.D.  from  Waynesburg  College,  Pa.,  in  1910.  He  was 
president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  University  of  West 
Virginia,  from  1910  to  1911,  and  a member  of  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  society. 

He  was  married  March  21,  1924,  in  Morgantown,  W.Va.,  to 
Margaret  Anna  Brown,  who,  with  one  daughter,  survives  him. 

JOHN  COPELAND,  Ph.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Eliza  (Anthony)  Copeland,  was  born  Aug. 
I,  1867,  in  Ballykelly,  County  Down,  Ireland.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Townsend  Street  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Belfast  at  the  age  of  twenty.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  at  the  University  Law  and  Military  College  of 
Belfast,  and  he  graduated  from  Queen’s  College,  Belfast,  in 
1891.  He  was  a student  in  the  Assembly’s  College,  Belfast,  from 
1891  to  1892.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton,  in  1892,  as 
a middler,  he  completed  his  course  there,  graduating  in  1894.  He 
was  licensed  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia, 
May  14,  1894.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Dickinson, 
N.Dak.,  from  1894  to  1895,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Kasson,  Minn.,  from  1895  to  1897.  Pie  was  pastor  of  the  East 
Church  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  from  May  10,  1898,  to  Oct.  4,  1904. 
He  resided  in  New  York  City,  from  1904  to  1907.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Cornwall,  N.Y.,  from  1907  to  1908. 
He  then  returned  to  New  York  City,  remaining  until  1912.  He 
was  assistant  to  the  pastor  of  the  Rutland  Square  Church  of 
Dublin,  from  1912  to  1914.  He  acted  as  chaplain  in  the  World 
War,  in  1914.  He  was  pastor  of  the  St.  Andrew’s  Church  of 
Hebburn,  England,  from  March  3,  1915,  to  April  6,  1920;  pastor 
of  the  church  of  Livingston,  Scotland,  from  1920  to  1928.  and 
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pastor  of  the  Edzell  Church  of  Angus,  Scotland,  from  1928  until 
his  death.  He  died  Dec.  14,  1931,  in  Angus,  Scotland,  in  the  65th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Edzell  Churchyard, 
Angus.

Son  of  Charles  Henry  and  Meta  Martha  (Beers)  Welty,  was 
born  Jan.  29,  1869,  in  Allentown,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Lock  Ridge  Presbyterian  church  at 
the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Normal  School  of  Kutztown,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafay- 
ette College  in  1891.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the 
fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  1894.  He  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Huntingdon,  Oct.  3,  1894.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
following  churches:  Lost  Creek  Church,  McAlistersville,  Pa., 
from  Oct.  30,  1894,  to  June  25,  1901 ; the  Portland  and  Upper 
Mt.  Bethel  churches,  from  Oct.  2,  1901,  to  Sept.  18,  1917,  and 
the  church  of  Hokendauqua,  Pa.,  from  Nov.  i,  1917,  to  Feb.  10, 
1931.  After  this  he  resided  in  Allentown,  Pa.,  until  his  death 
there,  Oct.  9,  1931,  of  cardiac  and  pneumic  complications,  in  the 
63rd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Macungie,  Pa.  He  received 
the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Lafayette  College  in  1894. 

He  was  married  Sept.  24,  1895,  in  Alburtis,  Pa.,  to  Annie  Dell 
Greiss,  who  died  Dec.  16,  1930.  One  son  and  two  daughters 
survive  him. 


CHARLES  ALVIN  CLOUD, 

Son  of  William  B.  and  Martha  J.  (McClure)  Cloud,  was  born 
June  25,  1870,  in  Wabash,  Ind.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  age  of  eleven.  He 
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graduated  from  Wabash  College  in  1894.  He  entered  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  1894,  remaining  one  year.  He  then  went  to 
McCormick  Seminary,  completing  his  course  and  graduating  in 
1897.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Muncie,  April  15, 
1896,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  Sept.  14,  1897. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches:  Shiloh,  New 
Hope  and  Hopewell,  Ind.,  from  September  1897  to  October 
1901 ; Sturgis,  S.Dak.,  from  October  1901  to  October  1903 ; 
Edwardsburg,  Mich.,  from  November  1904  to  March  1905,  and 
Sheldon,  111.,  from  1906  to  1909.  He  was  dismissed  to  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  April  12,  1910,  and  was  pastor  of  the 
following  Methodist  churches : Amboy,  Ind.,  Milford  and  Clu- 
nette,  Ind.,  Syracuse,  Ind.,  and  Avilla,  Ind.

CHARLES  OGDEN  MUDGE, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lewis  Ward  and  Elizabeth  (Seymour) 
Mudge,  was  born  Sept.  26,  1870,  in  Yonkers,  N.Y.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Princeton,  N.J.,’at  the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  at  the  Princeton  Preparatory  School,  and  he  grad- 
uated from  Princeton  University  in  1892.  He  entered  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  1892,  remaining  until  December  1893,  when 
his  course  was  interrupted.  He  was  a partial  student  in  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton,  from  1894  to  1896,  and  a senior  in  the 
regular  course,  from  1896  to  1897.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  New  Brunswick,  April  21,  1896,  and  ordained  by  the 
same  Presbytery,  July  29,  1897.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
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First  Church  of  Montpelier,  Idaho,  from  September  1897  until 
installed  its  pastor,  April  18,  1898,  and  was  released  from  this 
charge,  Nov.  i,  1902.  At  this  time  ill-health  interrupted  his 
ministerial  labors.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Ojai  Church  of  Nord- 
hoff.

His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Gettysburg  College,  and 
he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in  1901.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1904.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hudson,  April  18,  1904,  and 
ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  May  ii,  1904,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Florida,  N.Y., 
from  which  he  was  released  June  17,  1906.

Son  of  William  Hanna  and  Jennie  Grace  (Barnett)  Garrett,  was 
born  March  12,  1883,  in  Mansfield,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Second  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Mansfield  at  the  age  of  ten.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  High  School  of  La  Porte,  Ind.,  and  he  graduated 
from  Geneva  College,  in  1905.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1908.

JOHN  HARVEY  FRAREY, 

Son  of  Joseph  Tucker  and  Jessie  (Laidlaw)  Frarey,  was  born 
Sept.  4,  1879,  Blyth,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  at 
the  age  of  fourteen.  Before  coming  to  the  Seminary  he  engaged 
in  teaching  for  five  and  one-half  years.  He  entered  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  1909,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there 
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and  graduating  in  1912.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Adams,  Sept.  9,  1912,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,

CHARLES  HENRY  HOLZINGER,  D.D., 

Son  of  Charles  William  and  Josephine  (Hendricks)  Holzinger, 
was  born  June  19,  1888,  in  Bethlehem,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Grace  United  Brethren  Church  of 
Allentown,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  He  graduated  from 
Lebanon  Valley  College  in  1916.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1915,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  and 
graduating  in  1918.  He  was  licensed  by  the  East  Pennsylvania 
United  Brethren  Conference,  Oct.  5,  1910,  and  ordained  by  the 
same  Conference,  Oct.  2,  1918.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Otterbein 
United  Brethren  Church  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  from  1918  until  his 
death.  He  died  Feb.  2,  1928,  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  of  pneumonia,  in 
the  40th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Mennonite  Ceme- 
tery of  Strasburg,  Pa.

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CLARK  CONRAD  ALEXANDER, 

Son  of  Melville  Bruce  and  Sarah  Idella  (Stuart)  Alexander, 
was  born  Dec.  30,  1892,  in  Cottage  Grove,  Tenn.  He  made  a pub- 
lic confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of 
Cottage  Grove  at  about  the  age  of  eleven.  He  graduated  from 
Trinity  College,  N.C.,  in  1919.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1922.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  New  Brunswick,  June  28,  1921,  and  ordained  by  the 
same  Presbytery,  July  12,  1921,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Dutch  Neck,  N.J.,  from  which  he  was 
released,  June  30,  1923.  He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Tupelo,  Miss.,  from  1923  to  1925.  He  was 
professor  of  Bible  and  Religious  Education  in  the  Birmingham- 
Southern  College,  from  1925  to  1929.  He  was  president  of  the 
Louisburg  College,  N.C.,  from  1929  to  1931.

Allie  Hobbs,  who,  with  three  daughters,  survives  him. 

JOHN  WILLIAMS  CANNADAY, 

Son  of  Samuel  Richard  and  Annie  Maude  (Williams)  Canna- 
day,  was  born  Dec.  24,  1904,  in  Floyd,  Va.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Harmony  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Darlington,  Md.,  at  the  age  of  eleven.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  at  the  High  School  of  Salem,  Va.,  and  in  the 
Darlington  Academy,  and  he  graduated  from  Roanoke  College 
in  1927.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating 
in  1930.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia, 
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April  7,  1930,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  Sept.  24, 
1930.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Olivet  Church  of  Baltimore,  Md., 
from  Oct.  28,  1930,  until  his  death.  He  died  Aug.  19,  1931,  being 
drowned  in  the  ocean  at  Atlantic  City,  N.J.,  in  the  27th  year  of 
his  age.

Son  of  William  Wright  and  Mary  Grace  (Walters)  Stoddart, 
was  born  June  12,  1906,  in  Fulton,  Mo.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Pratts- 
burg,  N.Y.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  He  graduated  from  Lafayette 
College  in  1929.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1929. 
He  died  Aug.  16,  1931,  in  Keokuk,  Iowa,  of  blood  poison,  in  the 
25th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Keokuk,  Iowa.

JAMES  CAMERON  MACKENZIE,  Ph.D., 

Son  of  Alexander  and  Catherine  (Cameron)  Mackenzie,  was 
born  Aug.  15,  1852,  in  Aberdeen,  Scotland.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  at  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  N.H.,  and 
he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College,  in  1879.  He  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  society,  and  received  the  degree  of 
A.M.  from  Lafayette  College  in  1887.  He  was  principal  of  the 
Wilkes-Barre  Academy,  Pa.,  from  1878  to  1882.  He  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1882,  as  a partial  student,  remaining 
one  year.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Lackawanna, 
Sept.  17,  1884,  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery,  April  21, 
1885.  He  was  headmaster  of  the  school  at  Lawrenceville,  N.J., 
from  1882  to  1899;  director  of  the  Tome  Institute,  Port  De- 
posit, Md.,  from  1899  to  1901,  and  director  of  the  Mackenzie 
School  of  Dobbs  Ferry,  N.Y.,  from  1901  to  1914.  He  resided  in 
New  York  City,  from  1926  until  his  death.  He  died  May  10, 
1931,  in  Dongan  Hills,  S.I.,  N.Y.,  of  heart  failure,  in  the  79th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Lawrenceville,  N.J.  He  pub- 
lished many  religious  and  educational  articles  in  papers  and 
magazines.  He  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  of  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  Spelling  Reform.  He  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Lafayette  College  in  1892. 

He  was  married  Oct.  5,  1880,  in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  to  Ella 
Smith,  who,  with  four  sons  and  three  daughters,  survives  him. 

ROBERT  WILLIAM  EVANS, 

Son  of  William  and  Gwen  (Charles)  Evans,  was  born  May  26, 
1862,  in  Bwlch-y-Maen,  North  Wales.  He  entered  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  1883,  remaining  three  years  as  a partial  stu- 
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dent.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Welsh  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
Minnesota,  June  21,  1894.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Welsh  Presby- 
terian church  of  Winifred,  S.Dak.,  from  1892  to  1894,  and  pastor 
of  the  Second  Welsh  Presbyterian  Church,  Williamsburg,  Iowa, 
from  1894  to  1896.  From  1896  to  1898  he  labored  as  an  evangelist 
in  Wales,  and  from  1898  to  1904  in  Trenton,  Neb.  He  engaged 
in  evangelistic  work,  with  his  residence  in  Greeley,  Colo.,  from 
1904  until  1907,  when  he  retired.  He  continued  his  residence  in 
Greeley  until  his  death  there,  Feb.  10,  1932,  of  a heart  attack,  in 
the  70th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Greeley. 

He  was  married  Jan.  12,  1904,  in  Denver,  Colo.,  to  Celestia  E. 
Meegan,  who,  with  one  son,  survives  him. 

KENZO  YAMADA, 

Son  of  Nakasuke  and  Miye  (Tajima)  Yamada,  was  born  June 
21,  1866,  in  Wakayama,  Japan.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  He  attended  the  Wakayama  Mid- 
dle School,  the  Nisho  Gakusha,  Tokyo,  and  the  Gymnasium  of 
Tokyo,  and  graduated  from  the  Eigakkwai  College  of  Tokyo  in 
1899.  He  served  several  churches  in  Japan  before  coming  to 
Princeton.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1901,  re- 
maining three  years  as  a partial  student.  He  had  attended  the 
Meijigakuin  Seminary  of  Tokyo,  from  1887  to  1889.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Tokyo  in  April  1898,  and  ordained 
by  the  same  Presbytery  in  December  1906.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
following  churches  in  Japan:  Mito,  from  1905  to  1907;  Miname 
Church,  Osaka,  from  1907  to  1910;  the  Formosa  Mission,  from 
1910  to  1911 ; Aki,  from  1914  to  1916;  Wakamatsu,  from  1916 
to  1920,  and  the  Tengachaya  Church,  Osaka,  from  1920  until 
his  death  there,  Oct.  22,  1931,  of  angina  pectoris,  in  the  66th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Wakayama. 

He  was  married  Jan.  18,  1900,  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  to  Koko 
Ohno,  who,  with  one  son  and  one  daughter,  survives  him. 
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DILLWYN  McFADDEN  HAZLETT, 

Son  of  James  Leslie  and  Elizabeth  (Lewis)  Hazlett,  was  born 
Jan.  8,  1852,  in  Elderton,  Pa.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued at  the  Elderton  Academy,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton 
University,  in  1872.  He  entered  the  Western  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  1872,  graduating  in  1875.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Kittanning,  May  ii,  1875.  After  this  he  was  a mission- 
ary in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  from  1875  to  1879.  He  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1879  as  a graduate  student,  remaining 
one  year.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches : Plum 
Creek,  Neb.,  from  1880  to  1881,  and  Rome,  Ohio,  from  1882  to 
1885.  He  spent  the  following  year  as  a home  missionary  in  Fer- 
nandez de  Taos,  N.M.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Asbury,  N.J.,  from  1886  to  1887 ; stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Shenandoah,  Pa.,  from  1887  to  1888,  and  stated  supply  of  the 
church  of  Upper  Alton,  111.,  from  1888  to  1889.  He  was  assistant 
editor  of  The  Mid-Continent  of  St.  Louis  from  1889  to  1902.  He 
continued  his  residence  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  from  1902  until  his 
death  there,  March  3,  1931,  of  paralysis,  in  the  80th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Friedens  Cemetery  of  St.  Louis. 

He  was  married  Sept.  14,  1875,  in  Lockport,  Pa.,  to  Jennie 
Reed,  who  died  March  22,  1931.  Two  sons  and  two  daughters 
survive  him. 

JAMES  WILLIAM  MORROW, 

Son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Morrow,  was  born  May  25,  1869,  in 
Rathfriland,  County  Down,  Ireland.  He  graduated  from  Queen’s 
College,  Belfast,  in  1890.  He  then  entered  the  Assembly’s  Col- 
lege of  Belfast,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1893.  entered  the 
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Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1893  as  a graduate  student,  remaining 
one  year.  He  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Calgary  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  Dec.  17,  1894, 
being  at  the  same  time  appointed  to  work  in  Wetaskiwin,  Alberta, 
where  he  remained  until  1896.  He  was  pastor  of  St.  John’s 
Church  of  Medicine  Hat,  Alberta,  from  1896  to  1918.  He  then 
retired,  continuing  his  residence  in  Medicine  Hat  until  his  death 
there,  Feb.  4, 1932,  of  angina  pectoris,  in  the  63rd  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  at  Medicine  Hat.  He  was  several  times  com- 
missioner to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Canadian  Church,  and 
was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Alberta,  in  1916.  He  published: 
The  Early  History  of  the  Medicine  Country,  1923. 

He  was  married  March  17,  1914,  in  Calgary,  Canada,  to  Jessie 
Sadler  Herald,  who  survives  him. 

JACOB  LOTT  HARTZELL, 

Son  of  George  Cornelius  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Lott)  Hartzell, 
was  born  Aug.  15,  1879,  in  Gettysburg,  Pa.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  York, 
Pa.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  the  York  Collegiate  Institute,  and  he  was  a student  in  Prince- 
ton University  from  1903  to  1905,  and  then  entered  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Hartford,  Conn.,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1908.  He  was 
a student  in  Hartford  Theological  Seminary  from  1908  to  1909, 
and  then  in  Lane  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  he  gradu- 
ated in  191 1.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Westchester, 
April  18,  191 1.  He  went  as  a foreign  missionary  to  Siam  in  1912, 
and  was  stationed  at  Muang  Nan,  from  1912  to  1913  ; at  Lakawn, 
from  1913  to  1923  ; at  Prae,  from  1923  to  1924 ; at  Lakawn,  from 
1924  to  1927,  and  at  Prae,  from  1927  to  1929.  He  came  to  Prince- 
ton as  a graduate  student  in  January  1919,  remaining  a half 
year,  and  again  in  1930,  remaining  one  year.  He  died  June  14, 
1931,  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  53rd  year  of  his 
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age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  of  York,  Pa. 

He  was  married,  Aug.  2,  1911,  in  Lachine,  Quebec,  Canada,  to 
Jessie  Mackinnon,  who,  with  one  son  and  three  daughters,  sur- 
vives him. 


WALTER  LEWIS  KUNKEL, 

Son  of  John  W.  and  Kathryn  (Vath)  Kunkel,  was  born  Oct.  18, 
1885,  in  Hanover,  Ind.  He  graduated  from  Hanover  College  in 
1907.  He  entered  McCormick  Theological  Seminary  in  1908, 
remaining  three  years,  and  graduating  in  1911.  He  was  ordained 
by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Albany,  April  19,  1911.  He  was  pastor 
of  the  Camp  Creek  Church  of  McComb,  111.,  from  July  30,  1912, 
to  April  15,  1914;  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Shawneetown, 
111.,  from  1915  to  1916;  stated  supply  of  the  Second  Church  of 
Danville,  111.,  from  1917  to  1920,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church 
of  Rushville,  Ind.,  from  1921  to  1922,  when  ill  health  compelled 
him  to  relinquish  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  entered  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  as  a graduate  student  in  1922,  remaining  one 
year.  After  this  he  engaged  in  business  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  until 
his  death  there,  Feb.  8,  1931,  the  result  of  a fall,  in  the  46th  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Zoar  Cemetery  near  Hanover, 
Ind. 

He  was  married  Oct.  3,  1912,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  Mildred 
Louise  Barnes,  who  survives  him. 
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
